The Republican convention held 
in this city Saturday was the hot- 
test one held here for many years.

A set of resolutions were offered 
that had been agreed upon by the 
leaders of the Taft and Roosevelt 
forces in a private meeting held 
the morning before the convention. 

The resolutions endorsed the 
Taft adminstration, the candidacy 
of Judge R. H. Winn for Judge 
of the Court of Appeals, the re- 
appointment of Major A. T. 
Wood as Pension Agent, the last 
State platform, and instructed for 
W. O. Bradley, E. C. O'Rear and 
W. D. Johnson, (col.) for dele- 
gates-at-large to the Chicago Na- 
tional Convention, and for Judge 
John Hard wick, of Stanton, for 
District delegate. 



Immediately upon these resolu- 
tions being offered, they were 
seconded, but before a vote could 
be taken upon the question, Mr. 
W. Hoffman Wood offered several 
amendments and Mr. S. O. Wood 
also offered an amendment. 

Mr. Hoffman Wood's amend- 
ments were discussed by him at 
length and he bitterly attacked the 
private meeting held by what hp 
termed the "so-called leaders" and 
the agreement made between them. 
He was answered by Judge E. C. 
O'Rear, who for over an hour, 
put the two Woods, above men 
tioned, through as severe a gruel- 
ling as two men ever received. 
He told of his friendship for the 
family for years and how, ever 
since he was a voter, he had al- 
ways served them in every way- 
possible. His speech was a mast- 
erful one and his scathing sarcasm 



was heaped upon their heads with- 
out pity or mercy. At the con- 
clusion of his remarks, Mr. W. H. 
Wood withdrew his resolutions 
with two exceptions. But Judge 
O'Rear called for a division and 
count on the original resolutions 
as offered, with the amendment 
only of substituting Henry Botts 
name in place of W. I). Johnson 
and upon the poll being taken the 
O'Rear resolution won by 98 to 63. 

The delegates selected, number- 
ing thirteen, were sent uninstruct- 
ed, but it is known that 8 are Taft 
men, while five are for Roosevelt. 
Much feeling was shown and it is 
predicted here, as well as in other 
counties, that many of the Roose- 
velt supporters, should Taft re- 
ceive the nomination, will refuse 
to support him. Never in years 
have the Republican been so badly 
split.

Thf Problem of the Unemployed. 

JB every community there will 
be found untrained men who arc 
willing to worlc, if it can be se- 
cured. Out of work, they become 
a m>-nace to society. It is a situs 
tion every city should try to solve, 
■▼entually it means either the 
prision or a training school of em 
plo.vment. Which shall it be? 
The training school is not only 
cheaper but is vastly b # etter, and ii 
is certainly worth while. 

Out of the investigations being 
carrie I on in Chicago by the com 
mi-sion of inquiry into the prob- 
lem of the unemployed certain 
facts have been clearly demon 
strsted. One is that it is not al 
ways possible for men to secure 
work. There are many seasonable 
li les of employment open to men 
at certain periods of the year. 
When this work is exhausted, it 
is foolish to expect those men to 
se:ure employment, because other 
lines of employment are doubt- 
less full or overcrowded. You 
can't blame either the man or the 
employer in a case like this. 

The invention of new machin- 
ery, the introduction of new pro- 
cesses, change in the location of 
plants, and the decaying of old 
trades are also causes which will 
oe sure to result in having a large 
proportion of men iu the ranks ot 
the chronically unemployed. 

Prof. Charles R. Henderson, 
secretary of the commission, 
states some of the remedies which 
might be efficacious in solving the 
problem. They are: 

To persuade railroads, large 
construction concerns and bureaus 
in the government employing 
1 irge numbers of men to make 10 
year contracts, thus overcoming 
lack of employment because of 
times of industrial depression. 

To bring together employers 
and employes engaged in season- 
able work, so jobs may be dove- 
tailed and large "gangs" transfer- 
red from one employer to another 
without being thrown out of all 
employment. 

To create a single labor ex- 
change operating in territory 
throughout a state or several 
states. 

To shorten the hours of labor. 

T° train the young longer and 
let old persons do the odd jobs. 

To establish training schools 
for untrained men willing to work. 

To establish a system of insur- 
ance similar to one used in 
France by which the man out of 
work may receive assistance dur- 
ing peri ods of unemployme nt.

engines are entirely out of the 
question. But electricity has 
adapted itself to all branches of 
dental work and it has proven 
capable and economical as well. 

In the old days the dentist ran 
his drill by foot power. This was 
very unsatisfactory as it hindered 
him in his work and tried him 
very quickly when there was 
plenty of drilling to be done. 
Sow tjie drill is operated by a tiny 
electric motor which is very easily 
started and stopped and which 
will give any speed desired. 
Another little motor is used to 
drive the dental lathe and to sup- 
ply compressed air for the gas 
llttwe for melting gold. 

The X-ray machine is also ex- 
tensively used in dental work. 
X ray photographs are taken of 
the teeth for complete examina- 
tion and to locate troubles and de- 
fect* bidden by the gums. A 
small electric furnace is also used 
to bake porcelain and to prepare 
the rubber plates.

Cemetery Is Shameful. 

Lets read the charter and see if 
the conditions are being complied 
with. The amendment made to 
the charter of the Machpelah 
Cemetery Company in 1881 are as 
follows: 

"That for the purpose of keep- 
ing said cemetery grounds in re- 
pair in the future, it shall be the 
duty of said Cemetery Board to set 
aside twenty per «ent. of all gross 
receipts of said Board from the 
sale of lots or otherwise to be in- 
vested by them each year in some 
safe securities until the fund for 
the purpose of keeping said ceme- 
tery grounds in repair (principal 
and interest) shall reach the sum 
of eight thousand dollars, the in- 
terest alone of said sum shall be 
used in keeping said grounds in 
repair, and purchasing other 
grounds. All the balance of the 
receipts shall be controlled by the 
Board of Directors of said com- 
pany with the advice and consent 
of Watson Lodge." 

We only ask what our dead 
would demand as their rights if 
they were living — and don't we 
owe it to their mkmory and to de- 
cency to see that it is done for 
them?

ORDINANCE. 

An Ordinance Exempting from 
Taxation The farmers Tobac- 
co Warehouse Company from 
City Taxation for five Years. 

He it ordained l>;i the Mayor and 
Hoard of Council of the City of 
Mt. Ster/imj, Ky.: 

That the real estate, plant, and 
property of all kinds of The Far- 
mers' Tobacco Warehouse Com- 
pany, lately organi/.ed in this city, 
be and that the same is hereby 
made exempt from taxation for 
city purposes for five years, be- 
ginning with the present year, that 
is, with the assessment as of April 
1, 1912, so that said property shAll 
be exempt from taxation for city 
purposes for the years 1912, 1913, 
1914, 1915, and 1916. 

This ordinance shall take effect 
from and after its passage and 
publication as required by law.

Short Ballot 

Petitions from the city of Chi- 
cago alone, for names to be placed 
on the primary ballot, have been 
tiled by 388 Republicans and 555 
Democrats. In addition, each pre- 
cinct elects one Republican and one 
Democratic committeeman, the 
names of whom are not printed on 
the ballot but are written or pasted 
on, and there are at least two can- 
didates for each party in every 
precinct. Assuming that there are 
four candidates in the 1,325 pre- 
cincts, this makes 5,300 candidates. 
Adding the 388 Republicans and 
555 Democrats gives a total of 
6,243 people running for office in 
Chicago at the present time. It 
has been suggested that there 
might be a parade made up of 
6,000 or more caudidates. Possi- 
bly that might show the need of 
the short ballot. ,

That the rich are not an happy 
as those who have loss money is a 

statement frequently made by the 
poor, and often, no doubt, made 
in very much the same spirit in 
which the fox declared that the 
grapes were sour. In an article 
headed "As a Man Prospers,* 
published in the Independent, 
William F. Dix, secretary of the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company 
of New York, view9 riches and 
happiness from an unusual anje, 
and advises those whose incomes 
are growing. He undertakes to 
point out the road to Easy street 
He insists that it is not so much 
the amount of the income that 
makes a man rich as a sensible di- 
vision of the income between ex- 
penses and investments. Great 
houses, expensive ornaments, 
ormous outlay for upkeep, he con- 
tends constitute waste. The mar 
who "tinkers about the house him 
self, takes down his own window 
screens, puts up the needed 
shelves in the pantry, helps his 
wife plant the garden seeds and 
train the rose bushes," is more in- 
terested and happier than the own- 
er of a large establishment who 
has nothing to do but give orders. 

As a man prospers, says Mr. 
Dix, he should indulge in the lux- 
ury of investments more conserv- 
ative than those he made when his 
capital was smaller. Six and 8 
per cent, securities should be ex- 
changed for 4 and 5 per cent, se- 
curities offering greater safety. 
His aim should be to acquire as 
soon as possible an income from 
strictly "gilt-edged" investments 
arge> enough to support his fami 
ly. This "will insure continuec 
comfort, and the same scale of 
living, to his family in the event of 
his death. When he reaches the 
point at which he is living on his 
investments and can turn his earn 
ings into capital he is on Easy 
street, and after a lifetime of 
straining his resources to live in 
style he dies leaving his family un 
able to continue their scale of liv- 
ing because his earnings no longei 
contribute to the family- income. 

"Better a cottage with honey- 
suckle growing around the porch" 
and an income from gilt-edge in- 
vestments, thinks Mr. Dix, than a 
mansion supported by earnings 
that are precarious because death 
or illness may cut them off at any 
time, leaving a family used to lux- 
ury and not in a position longer to 
enjoy it. 

Great houses are Jtery rarely 
high grade assets to the second 
generation. Estates are usually so 
divided in America upon the death 
of the head of a family that an 
establishment which was kept up 
by the expenditure of a consider- 
able part of the total income of 
the owner must be sold to settle- 
the estate or becomes a burden 
upon the heir who undertakes to 
continue it. The lightning of 
genius for money-making rarely 
strikes twice in the same family 
tree, at least it rarely strikes in 
consecutive generations. A hand- 
some home as an inheritance is 
often doubtful good fortune, and 
rarely salable at anything like the 
cost price. 

As a rule it is not until a man 
who is prospering has reached 
middle life that he is able to build 
a palace. His "expectancy" is 
therefore not long when he gets 
into it. If he has four or live 
children the probability of any one 
of them keeping up the manor 
after death is small, and it is 
rarely practical for several chil- 
dren of a rich man to share the 
family mansion after the head of 
the family is gone. It is often 
the case that the successful Ameri- 
can, whose great house is in a way 
a self-reared monument, like the 
pyramids and other piles built to 
commemorate the greatness of 
those responsible for their con- 
struction, is rather lonely at home 
while his children are spending in 
travel the revenue that remains 
after maintaining the palace. And 
a majority of great houses are 
cloeed much of the time. 

A simple bouse of chaste design 
and moderate dimensions, which

Once the seed of which this 
mental and moral condition is the 
fruit is planted in agricultural soil 
welcome results inevitably follow.

Convict Pleads 
Own Case at I rank fort. 

Frankfort, Ky.. April 8.— A 
jury in the Franklin Circuit Court 
Tuesday afternoon listened to a 
speech by a convict, in defense of 
himself, probably the first time in 
the history of the State that a con- 
vict acted as his own attorney. 
The prisoner was Frank Sayman, 
a burglar and prizelighter who had 
escaped from the penitentiary 
severnl months since. He was 
tried on a charge of escaping and 
lost his first case as a lawyer, for 
he was convicted and sentenced to 
serve from one to six years in the 
penitentiary in addition to the 
term which he is now serving for 
housebreaking in Mt. Sterling. 

Sayman spoke to the jury in his 
own behalf and made an eloquent 
plea. He is a good-looking young 
man and his speech appealed 
strongly to the jurors, but they 
could not help but find him guilty 
as no evidence presented for the 
defense. 

Charles King, a negro, also 
charged with escaping, was con- 
victed and sentenced to the prison 
for from one to six years. He 
had only fifty-eight days to serve 
when he ran away from the ward- 
en house where he was cooking. 
He did not have a lawyer and told 
the jury that he did not know he 
was violating any law when he 
escaped from the penitentiary. 

Sayman is one of the men who 
robbed the home of Col. A. W. 
Hamilton a few years ago.
